A Tall Building 
Tallest Building in thé World to Be 


Erected in Detroit 


Plans for what is expected to) be 
the tallest huilding in the world—57 
stories—to cost $15,000,000, and cap- 
able of accommodating 10,000 peo le, 
have just been completed b ¢- 
troit architect. Options have an ob- 
tained on a $5,000,000 site, bounded 
by Michigan and Cass avenues, La- 
fayette boulevard and Abbot streets; 
and tentative tenders have been cal- 
led for, 

The building as planned will be a 
city in itself, with a postoffice, Pee ee 
statin, arena seating 16,000- people, 
a quarter-mile track, and an audi- 
torium with 30,000 capacity, 

The plans call for a 27-story hotel 
and 57 stories of offices, running up 
into a tower 808 feet high, (as com- 
pared with the 789 feet of Wool- 
worth building, New York. Two agir- 
plane landings. 50 feet wide by 620 
feet long will be located on the roof. 
According’ to the plans there will he 
4,312 rooms. The foundations will be 
carried to bed rock. In the basement 
will be located 504 display rooma,. 
There will_be seven banquet halls, 
two small convention halls, one 
serve-self, one dining room, two ball
